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POPULAR ACTORS.—XXII. XXIII. 
WILLIAM MOUNTFORD. 


Tuts eminent actor and author was born in 
1659. After attaining a degree of excellence 
in his profession, he was entertained by the 
notorious Jefferies, who, at a lord mayor’s ban- 
quet in 1685, called on him to divert the 
company, he being] an excellent mimic; my 
lord made him plead before him in a feigned 
cause, in which he aped all the great lawyers 
of the age in their tone and voice, action and 
gesture, to the great ridicule of the lawyers. 
After the fall of Jefferies, Mountfort returned 
to the stage, till his death in 1692. 

He was tall, well made, fair, and handsome, 
his voice full and melodious; a most affecting 
lover, and a perfect gentleman. Ue might 
have attained a higher fame, bad he not been 
untimely cat off by the hands of an assassin, in 
his 33rd year. His death occurred thus :— 
Lord Mohun, a man of loose morals, had con- 
tracted the closest intimacy with Capt. Hill, a 
vagabond, who was in love with the celebrated 
Mrs Bracegirdle. This lady rejected him. 
Thereupon Hill, jealous of Mounfort, deter- 
mined to waylay and murder the unhappy 
actor, whom he, along with his friend Lord 
Mobun, assassinated one night in 1692, as 
Mountfort was returning to his lodgings in 
Norfolk-street. Hill made his escape. Lord 
Mohun was seized and brought to trial, but 
acquitted. He afterwards lost his life in a 
duel with the Duke of Hamilton. 

Mountfort left behind him six dramatic 
pieces. 





HENRY MOSSOP. 

He was a celebrated tragedian, born in 
Connaught in 1729, and educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin. He débuted in Dublin in 
1749 as Zanga in The Revenge. He then 
removed to London, where next to Garrick and 
Spranger Barry, he was esteemed the principal 
tragic actor of the day. In 1761 he became 
manager of one of the Dublin theatres, in 
opposition to Barry and Woodward, but the 
speculation ruined him, and poor Mossop died 
in absolute penury in Chelsea at the close of 
the year 1773. It is on record that Mossop 
was particular in his diet, that he chose bis dish 
with his character, Broth for humble 
characters; roast pork for tyrants, steaks for 
the duke in Measure for Measure, boiled mutton 
or Romeo; pudding for Tancred, &c. 








A new difficulty has arisen, further to perplex 
the minds of the managers of Parisian theatres.

THE SPIRIT OF THE AGE. 


A frightful war, now raging, forbids the 
hope that the humane spirit has made a great 
deal of progress in the world. J¢ hasn't. 

A savage or a brutal people, led by unscru- 
pulous ambition, may go to war for personal 
motives ; and a wise and benevolent mind must 
regard the blunder with horror. On the other 
hand, a mere “peace party,” with the cry of 
‘‘ peace at any price,” is an obvious mistake, 
Louis Napoleon embodied the feeling of the 
French people, as I could perceive when I was 
lately in France; but that vain and military 
nation endures no reverse. 

The consequence is, that the dynasty of the 
Bonapartes is endangered—perhaps, already, 
a thing of the past! If the French had not 
been eager for war, this humilation need not 
have been their portion; and it should be a 
lesson to them in future only to accept the 
issues of battle for sufficient ends. 

The English nation is not aggressive. Let 
us not be mistaken however ; for any imputa- 
tion on our courage involves war. The Prus- 
sians, if victorious, must observe moderation 
if they wish that England should not break 
her neutrality. We should not allow them to 
dismember France, our gallant ally in the 
Crimea. 

For the German nation, it has many ele- 
ments of greatness; and its 19th century 
literature is grand. The genius of Goethe is 
probably exercising more influence over us 
than any mind since that of the King of the 
English dramatists. In politics, perhaps in 
science and art,we are ahead of Prussia. Even 
in criticism, I hold that English talent is not 
inferior to?,German. Hazlitt and Coleridge, 
to say nothing of Lamb and De Quincey, 
sufficiently prove my position. But England, 
Germany, and France ought to be allies. 
Could we cement such a desirable union, 
we could defy the world. Is it possible that 
the probable fall of Louis Napoleon will give 
to France a monarch able to consolidate peace? 

The spirit of the age must surely tend tos 
comity of nations! Italy must now be free 
from the incubus of a Popedom. 

The effete and imbecile old man at Rome, 
called by the Roman Church infallible, is 
doomed to ruin, and the humbug of superstition 
will be dethroned. 

Italy has a fair future before ber. Surely, 
the nation which was once the greatest in the 
world will be resuscitated; and then Greece may 
be restored. Let us hope the succeeding 


generation will hail a new state of things. 
The tendency of literature here is evidently 
liberal, unsectarian, and free. 
The wonderful advance of opinion during 
the last few years in England may be discover- 
ed by the perusal of publications that used t 
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ever it is that the drama, which ought to lead, 
gives not the slightest evidence of profound 
thought and deep emotion anywhere. 

Professor Huxley, whose remarkable ability 
one can hardly deny, has not long since pub- 
lished a book, Lay Sermons,which I have been 
reading with interest. Science is shaking 
hands with the advanced liberal theology. 
That is a good sign. But how is it that so 
many illiberal theologians attack the drama, 
and denounce even the highest and noblest as- 
pirations of dramatic genius? The answer is, 
because illiberal and vulgar theology cannot 
see that the institution of the drama may be 
one highly beneficial to the world. That it is 
not so at present is no fault of the dramatist. 
It is the fault of the “ fast school,” of burles- 
que writers, of men who laugh at poetry, 
ridicule all that is sublime and ennobling, and 
would not have us participate in the lofty 
struggle of humanity to become wise and just, 
aud see the universal diffusion of light and of 
truth. BETA.

Without the slightest pre- 
tension to the possesion of the rare gift of being 
able to issue an immaculate edition of a periodical 
journal, we may, with our modest clientele, be 
patdonably fond of perpetrating fewer typo- 
graphical blunders than our contemporary, who 
boasts ofa circulation of 20,000 weekly, and we 
find in the aforesaid No. the following errata, (the 
mo will, perhaps, thank us for pointing them 
out) :—

asked without notes of interrogation) podrilla, 
villzany, suicides’ grave, idioticism, incongruitous 
caste of a play, Gaity, scintilate, Trlam’s, persua- 
tion, &c.

EDMUND KEAN: 
A SKETCH OF HIS CAREER. 
IN TWELVE SECTIONS. 
SECTION V. 





‘* There is a tide in the affairs of men, 
Which, taken at the flood, leeds on to fortune.” 
“Nothing, that can be, can come between me and the full 
prospect of my hopes.” 





Lirrie Howard now fell ill. Hewasattacked with 
the hooping-cough. ‘They accomplished the /irst 


stage of their journey in the post-chaise, but were 
now compelled to trudge on foot; a dozen merry 
companions—members of the company—accom- 
panied them, and they did half their journey in 
One day, our hero carrying little Charley on hi,

back. Mrs Kean and Howard went on in the 
coach. One of the actors—Clifford—relieved 
Kean from his little burden, and years afterwards 
the great tragedian presented his son to him as 
the gentleman who had carried him on this memo- 
rable journey. 

Bad business again at Dorchester, and poor 
Howard, moreover became an idiot, hydrocephalus 
having subvened. One night Kean played Octs:- 
vian, and Kankoo in Perouse. Ue ran home 
exclaiming, ‘‘ My fortune’s made ; let but Howard 
live and we shall ail be happy yet!” His wife 
enquiring what he meant, Kean said:—‘* When 
the curtain drew up I saw a wretched house, but 
in the stage-box was a gentleman who admired 
my acting. He asked Lee (the manager) who it 
was that played Octavian. ‘O,’ said Tee, ‘his 
name is Kean—a wonderful clever fellow—a great 
little man. He’s going to London—a great man, 
sir !'—‘ Indeed! Iam glad to hear it; he 7s very 
clever, but he is very sma//.’—‘ His mind is large,’ 
said Lee. I was dressing for the Savage when I 
heard this overhead. On the stage the gentleman 
complimented me, and asked me if I was ergaved 
for London. I said I was offered a trial. ‘ Will 
you Lreakfast with me? I am at the Hotel. I 
shall be glad to speak to you. My name is 
Arnold—I am the manager of D.L. theatre!’ I 
staggered ; my acting in ‘the Savage’ was done 
for. However, here I am.” 

To cut the matter short, Kean, next morning, 
was engaged for three years for D.L., at 8, 9, and 
£10 per week for each successive year, and 6 
trial parts. He ran to his wife with the news, 
saying, ‘‘Mr Arnold regretted I was not half-a- 
head taller. ‘ With your fine Italian face,’ said 
he, ‘your fortune would be made.’” He had seen 
him play Alexander and Octavian. 

He wrote to Dr Drury, who had taken a great 
interest in him, telling him of his great good 
fortune. The Doctor, it is said, had sent Kean to 
Eton ; he now wrote to Mr Pascoe Grenfell, of the 
D.L. committee, on his behalf. 

Poor little Howard died at the end of November 
1813. His loss affected Kean deeply. Brandy, 
instead of soothing him, made him mad. In the 
midst of his sorrow he had to fulfil his engagement 
at Dorchester ; by means of a benefit he was ena- 
bled to pay for his child’s funeral. But he was 
without funds for his journey to London. Mr 
Lee kindly lent him £5; part of this he took, and 
part he left with his wife, who remained in the 
provinces. 

Arrived in London, penniless, he had to borrow 
£8 from Arnold. With this Mrs Kean and little 
Charles came to town, and found Kean in great 
agitation. ‘ My God!” said he, “if I should 
succeed now in London! If I showld I think it 
would drive me mad !” 

One morning when he was waiting at the theatre, 
as was his wont, a large actress exclaimed, “There’s 
that Jittle man again with the great capes. Poor 
little fellow ! he’ll be smothered in his capes. He 
wantstocomeout. What will the stage come to? 
Who’ll come next ?” * 

He found that all the actors were paid, except 
himself. Mr Arnold then addressed him, “ Young 
man, you have acted a strange part in engaging 





* Who was that actress, we wonder ? 
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with me when you were already bound to Mr 
Elliston.” Kean said there must be some mistake, 
and wrote to Elliston, swearing he would rather 
starve than submit to Ais pretensions. He also 
wrote to Mr Whitbread, the brewer, and to his old 
and tried friend, Dr Drury, telling the latter all 
his troubles,—a long letter filling nearly half a 
quire of paper. 

Kean and his family remained without employ- 
ment at his lodgings in Cecil-street, from Novem- 
ber 6, 1813, to January'26, 1814. They livedfas 
best they could, selling or pawning their clothes 
for food, and often being indebted for a meal to 
the kindness of the Misses Williams, with whom 
they lodged. These ladies never troubled them 
for rent,but on the contrary solaced Mre Kean by 
prophesying his renown. “There is something 
about Mr Kean, ma’am,” said they, “ which tells 
us he will be a great man.”’ 

In the interim a Mr Sowerby was doing Othello 
and Pierre, Rae Iago and Jaffier, and Huddart 
Shylock, to very bad audiences, whilst the rival 
house was attracting all London with the talent of 
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the Kembles. The proprietors consulted with 
Arnold, and it was agreed to engage “ the little 
man with the capes’ from Exeter. 

Arnold thereupon sent for him and thus spoke: 
“Mr Kean, you shall have an opening part. 
We'll give Barnard to Mr Elliston, and you must 
pay him £2 a-week out of your salary.” The 
bargain was concluded, and Barnard handed over 
to the Olympic. Kean, after some discussion, 
appeared at D.L. as Shylock, January 26, 1814; 
Portia, Miss Smith ; Antonio, Powell; Bassanio, 
Rae; Lorenzo (with songs), Phillips; Launcelot, 
Oxberry ; and Gratiano, Wrench! This was the 
turning-point of his prosperous fortune.

Mrs 
Mathews is also, I can assure you, most grateful 
for the signal marks of approbation which have 
been bestowed upon her by the public and the 
press, and in both our names I thank you, and bid 
you, for the present, farewell.”

THEATRICAL OBITUARY. 


Diep, on Tuesday, August 9th, at Tottenham, 
aged 26 years, Mr F. IT’. Marion, one of the best 
known and most respected amateurs in London. 
His indulgence in his taste for the stage had 
during nine years brought him into prominent 
notice amongst the members of the amateur 
world, Asan actor he essayed a wide range of 
parts, and in legitimate drama his Julian St. 
Pierre, played twice at St. Martin’s Hall and 
elsew,here wasfhis greatest character, He has 
played such different parts as Rose Tarmutfield, 
Othello, Crepin, Hassarac, Fitz-Fudge, and the 
Corsican Brothers. He was also known among 
his friends as a dramatic author. Three of his 
pieces Meldrado ; or, the Hunchback, Demetri ; or, 
a Sister's Love,” and an adaptation Adelina and 
Allusia (burlesque), being performed at several 
of the amateur theatres of London. He possess- 
ed great talent as manager, and was one of the 
founders of the Surrey Thespian Dramatic Club. 
As a proof of his management the club increased 
in numbers, talent, and popularity, until Mr 
Marion sailed for America. Immediately after 
his departure the club fell to pieces. One mem- 
ber of this club, Mr F, Fuell, is rapidly gaining 
a name in the provinces. 

Mr Marion was universally respected by all 
who knew him in business, and is deeply regret- 
ted by all his friends. He leaves a widow and 
cbild to mourn their irreparable loss,

MARGUERITE BINDER, for whom Weber wrote

Signor EmILio Pocer, the dramatic writer, 
died a few days ago at the early age of 44. He 
was the author of the successful tragedy entitled 
Girolamo Olgiato.

Hamiiton’s Excursion, a panorama illustrating 
America as it is,which some time back was exbibi- 
ted at the Agricultural Hall,Islington,bas for the 
last few weeks been located in the lecture hall 
of the above building. By the time these lines 
are in print Hamilton's Excursion will most likely 
be far away from Walworth—the 18th inst, being 
announced as the closing night—as I suppose it 
is the intention of the proprietors to have it 
carted about the country. In the space of two 
hours about fifty views are exhibited, each one 
being supplemented with remarks explanatary 
and humorous, by Mr Wilmot Harrison, who 
is designated as the “guide.” Mr Harrison, 
ublike the generality of gentlemen who have 
appeared in a similar capacity, dispenses alto. 
gether with the use of the customary black rod; 
if any special feature of the picture is alluded to, 
the particular position it occupies is mentioned ; 
as the extreme right, or the left hand corner of 
the scene ; and so on, as the case may be. Mr 
Wilmot Harrison, as may be recollected, is the 
author of two or three farces, Margate Sands, 
played at the Holborn, being one of them, if 
I remember rightly. Some of the views are 
very well painted, while others are wretchedly 
bad.

Mr Harrison’s remarks are inter- 
spessed with a number of amusing anecdotes, 
undoubtedly of American origin; one of them | 
perhaps may be excused from repeating, It 
runs somewhat as follows:—-A pioneer who had 
built bis habitation “far from the haunts of 
men,” one day discovered that he had a neigh- 
bour living about three miles distant. The 
pioneer ejaculated “I guess 1’m gettin’ crowded,” 
and moved three days’ journey further into the 
wilds. Iv bis persistent search of solitude he 
moved so frequently that whenever a waggon 
or anything was approaching, his chickens 
would run out of their houses, lay on their backs, 
and cross their legs, ready to be tied and packed 
for moving.
